this room, two shots had been fired; 
one on the right hand rib, and an 


other near the center of tne room. 
Both of these were drilled and fired 
in violation of the orders given by 
j the mining departm ent, which sperl- 
; tied that no hole should be drilled 
beyond the depth of tin1 mining or 
j cutting, and that if shot-firers were 
employed, they should not fire anj 
shut drilled contrary to that order 
The hole next to the rib was drill 
ed is inches, and the center hole 2” 
inches deeper than the cutting, and 
in consequence, could not possibly do 
the work intended to he done, the re 
suit being a portion of the hole only 
being blown out 
In the \ o . 2 entry, all the shots 
w ere fired, with no evidence that tne 
explosion had exerted any force in 
this part of the mine, hut two shots 
w ere fired without any mining being 
done 


in the fourth right entry, some of 
the shots were fired and the coal 
blown out so that we were unable to

In the No. 1 room of \ o t entry, 
two shots were tamped

some mining done on one of these 
shots, hut the other was not mined 
in any part, and was a very heavy

At the head of the entry 
a plaee 
turning off to the left, another ho!«

not know how deep this hoi«1 was, hut 
the shearing was not «»vet- is irxhes 
deep, with no mining whatever.

tamped with dummy cartridges, filled 
with drill «lust, am] shots fired with­ 
out any mining being done whatever. 
Ih«1 shot-firers and the miners were 
aw are of the fact that orders had 
been giv«ui 
that 
no shots were to 
ie fir«*«! unless at least one-halt of tht 
coa 1 was undercut, and no person to 
lire any- sh«»i 
unless he tamped *t 
himself, or had seen the charge tam p 
<*d 
As these orders have been vlo 
lated. we consider that 
those who 
have violated them are the parties 
responsible for these accidents. 
By careful exam ination of all the 
places in advance of the air. and in 
abandoned places 
where 
fire-damp 
would be most likely to be found, 
we were unable to find a single trac<* 
of explosive gas, and we are thorough- 
y convinced that gas played no part 
ti this explosion. 
After our investigation of this mine, 
we are m ore than satisfied that the 
reckless system of mining practiced 
in this and other mines in the same 
district, and previously condem ned by 
the m ining departm ent, is not only a 
ontinuul m enace to life, but is also 
an unw arrantable w aste of coal, as 
great quantities are pulverized and 
down back in the rooms and work 
ing places where it rem ains; in fact, 
it is almost impossihl«1 to load it out. 
Th«> departm ent has time and again 
advised both miners and operators to 
stop this dangerous and destructive 
method of producing coal, and ad 
vised them to adopt a safer m ethod, 
and not wishing t«> impose any on 
reasonable burden 
on 
any one, we 
recommend that "permissible explos­ 
ives" be us«*<J, and gave orders that 
at least one-half of the coal be under 
ut before being blasted. 
The departm ent 
is 
loath to giv«* 
arbitrary or stringent orders wnen it 
can be avoided, but as its duty is t«i 
protect life. limb an«l property, and 
We find that 
those 
who need 
and 
should try to protect them selves ig- 
nore orders given solely 
for their 
protection, we feel 
that 
it 
is time 
f«> give such or«iers that will not only 
protect them while 
at W’ork, hut will 
protect them from endangering liw-s

We again recommend that all coal

orders previously given must he thor­ 
oughly «-«implied with; 
that is, that

mining, and if ihe coal must be tnin«*d

¡tig but "permissible explosives" used. 
The necessary precautions

exercised in keeping the mine free 
1 rom dust and it must he clearly un­

be taken to enjoin the company from 
ojierating under the pr«*s«‘iit system 
of mining.
